ayor Emanuel on Monday wel- 
comed a Justice Department 
investigation into the Chicago 


Police Department’s use of deadly force and 
how the city reviews police shootings, saying 
the city needs the help. 

“We are going to welcome this investiga- 
tion. We are going to cooperate with it, and 
it’s in our long-term interests,” Emanuel said 
at an afternoon news conference at City Hall. 
“The city needs answers in the case of what 
happened with Laquan McDonald. It’s a trag- 
ic and avoidable death. But this is bigger than 
one particular incident. We need compre- 
hensive solutions to address the systematic 
challenges that exist in the Chicago Police 
Department.” 

The Justice Department will investigate 
patterns of racial disparity in the use of force 
by Chicago police officers as part of a wide- 
ranging probe that could lead to calls for 
sweeping changes at one of the country’s larg- 
est police departments, U.S. Attorney Gener- 
al Loretta Lynch announced earlier Monday. 

The investigation comes nearly two 
weeks after the release of a video showing 
a white Chicago police officer, Jason Van 
Dyke, shooting McDonald, a black teenager, 
16 times, and ahead of the expected release of 
similar footage in another death at the hands 
of an officer. 

The investigation, which is separate from 
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Loretta Lynch 
an existing federal investigation into last 
year’s shooting death of McDonald, also will 
review how the department disciplines offi- 
cers and handles misconduct accusations.

Justice Department officials say they use 
such patterns-and-practices investigations to 
identify systemic failings in troubled police 
departments and to improve trust between 
police and the communities they serve. 

“This mistrust from members of the com- 
munity makes it more difficult to gain help 
with investigations, to encourage victims and 
witnesses of crimes to speak up and to fulfill 
the most basic responsibilities of public safe- 
ty officials,” Lynch said. “And when suspicion 
and hostility is allowed to fester, it can erupt 
into unrest.” 

If the Justice Department finds systemic 
violations, the investigations typically result 
in court-enforceable agreements between the 
federal government and the community that 
serve as blueprints for change and are over- 
seen by an independent monitor. The federal 
government has the option of suing a police 
department that is unwilling to make changes.

Here are 3 other things to know about this 
and related investigations: 


HISTORY 


The investigation is the latest probe launched 
under a 1994 civil rights law passed after the 
Rodney King beating by police in Los Ange- 
les. The civil rights probe in Chicago follows 
recent ones in Baltimore and Ferguson, Mo. 


POLITICS 

Politicians, including Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate Hillary Clinton and Illinois 
Attorney General Lisa Madigan, have called 
for the federal civil rights investigation. The 
Rey. Jesse Jackson said he was pleased with 
the decision and added that he hoped the in- 
vestigation would focus not only on the police 
department but also on Emanuel’s office and 
the Cook County State’s Attorney’s office, 
which he and others have criticized for taking 
so long to bring charges against Van Dyke. 


FALLOUT 


Since the release of the video, Emanuel forced 
Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy to 
resign and formed a task force to examine 
the police department. But the calls for the 
mayor to resign—something he said he won't 
do—have grown louder from protesters, in- 
cluding the voices of more than 200 people 
during a march Sunday.

It can be tricky to 
keep track of your belongings when you’re 
traveling with shopping bags, luggage or the 
potluck-bound green bean casserole, so how 
can you manage to travel safely and efficiently 
around the city and ’burbs? Here are some 
holiday season transit tips to keep in mind. 


Safety 

Although the Chicago Police Department 
wasn't able to comment on whether they 

see an uptick in thefts this time of year, the 
department did confirm that there are more 
police officers on Michigan Avenue during the 
holiday season. 

“People are particularly vulnerable dur- 
ing the holidays when crowds flood stores, 
sidewalks, and subways. Busy shoppers and 
commuters navigating through crowds are 
preoccupied with multiple obligations,” CPD 
said in a news release. “A thief or con artist can 
blend into a crowd searching for an unsuspect- 
ing target.” 

Whether you're boarding a bus or train or 
squeezing your way through the crowds on 
Michigan, CPD suggests keeping your wallet, 
phone and other valuables inside a coat breast 
pocket or front pants pocket. 

The department also suggests not carrying 
valuables in backpacks, which can easily be 
accessed in a crowded space or checkout line, 
and keeping an eye on your purse at all times. 

Metra spokesman Michael Gillis cautions 
riders to be alert while riding the train. 

“We see a lot of people who aren't regular 
Metra riders this time of year, so it’s good to 
be reminded to respect the rules and be aware 
of your surroundings,” Gillis said. 


From personal experience, having multiple 
heavy bags hanging off your arms can be tiring 
on the muscles. Be aware of your physical 
limits, and don’t push yourself to the extreme, 
even if that means not carrying that extra 
bottle of wine or cheese ball to the party. 


Don’t be ‘that’ person 
If you absolutely need to take up additional 
space with your bags, food dishes or luggage, 
avoid boarding during rush hours and allow 
yourself extra travel time, the CTA suggested. 
“When I’m carrying a bunch of stuff, I try 
not to travel during peak hours, and if I can’t 
help it, ’'m very apologetic,” said Samantha 
Mueller, a 22-year-old Edgewater resident. “I 
never let go of anything and sit where there 
is enough space for me to push my stuff up 
against the wall.” 
If you're able, invest in a bigger bag. I know, 
a bag within a bag sounds like some “Incep- 
tion” [bleep], but it’s actually not a bad idea. 
Save yourself the space by placing your bags 
within a larger bag. 


Proper shoes 

Wearing high heels while you're trying to load 
a crowded bus or train is a rookie mistake, and 
you will be judged accordingly. 

Throwing on a pair of boots or shoes with 
good traction on the soles can help prevent 
you from slipping and spilling your Pinterest 
dessert all over the person in front of you or 
flinging your newly purchased presents across 
an intersection. 


Getting home tipsy 
Don't drink and drive. Ever. If you have any- 
thing to drink at that holiday party, it’s better 
to be safe than sorry. If you’re in proximity to 
the CTA, take a bus or train. If the CTA is not 
your scene, order an Uber, Lyft or taxicab. 
Always be aware of your surroundings so 
you don’t become the victim of theft—or 
worse. The holidays are already stressful 
enough, so do what you can to eliminate the 
potential stolen wallet, broken bone or judg- 
mental glare during your commute this holiday

GET YOUR 
COZY ON 
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DIY Klondike-style bars

The polar bear is no picky eater. It goes 
for seal, raw. Lacking seal, it will settle 
for whatever’s handy, even kelp. It’s 
hard to believe a string of seaweed satis- 
fies the thousand-pound carnivore. But 
the Arctic menu is limited. 


After dinner, the bear enjoys a square of 
vanilla ice cream wrapped in chocolate and 
tinfoil—at least according to the freezer aisle. 
The Klondike bar, as closely studied as any 
spread in National Geographic, suggests as 
much. And why not? It’s hard work, balanc- 
ing on ice floes, clobbering seals and worrying 
about the world warming. Everyone needs a 
little sweet distraction. Chocolate-covered 
vanilla is just the thing: It’s cold, creamy and 
classic. Much like the bear it celebrates. 


Polar bear bars 
Prep: 25 minutes 

Wait: About 3 hours 

Makes: 9 bars 


Ingredients 


1 quart premium-quality vanilla (or your favor- 


ite flavor) ice cream 

8 ounces semi-sweet chocolate, chopped (or 
chips) 

8 ounces bittersweet chocolate, chopped (or 
chips) 

3 tablespoons refined coconut oil 


Instructions 

1. Smooth: Let ice cream soften, about 

10 minutes. Line a 9-inch square baking pan 
with plastic wrap, leaving some overhang. 


Scoop ice cream into the pan. Cover with plas- 


tic wrap, then press smooth using first your 
hands, then something with a flat bottom, like 


a measuring cup or a smaller pan. Freeze firm, 


about 2 hours. 


2. Melt: Settle both kinds of chocolate and 

the coconut oil into a medium pan and melt 
over low heat until smooth, a few minutes. 
(Alternatively, pile ingredients into a bowl and 
zap in the microwave.) Stir smooth. Pour choc- 
olate onto a plate or shallow bowl. Let cool to 
room temperature. 


3. Cut: Pull ice cream block from pan (the plas- 
tic overhang works nicely as handles). Unwrap. 
Use a long, heavy knife to cut into nine squares. 
Set squares on a parchment-lined baking sheet 
and freeze firm, about 30 minutes. 


4. Dip: Stick a fork in the side of one ice-cream 
square. Dip in the chocolate, turning to coat 
all sides. Set chocolate-covered ice cream on 
a parchment-lined baking sheet and freeze. 
Repeat with remaining squares. 


5. Serve: Wrap each square in foil. Store in 
freezer. Remove from freezer 5 minutes before 
munching.
